Narrow Escape frem SaVecation 

Mr.J« Frank CImt a promiaeBt farm- 
er, reaiding OB the Winchester pike, 
about four milea from Paris, and 
Prank Brooks, colored, had a hariow 
eeaape from death early yesterday 
morning when the flooring of a barn 
upon which was stored a large 
quantity of cotton seed meal, ahd 
which they were moving, collapsed, 
precipitating the two men to the 
ground a distance of about ten feet, 
and completely covering them. 

The ac.ident happf^ned shortly be- 
fore seven o'clock. Mr. Clay and 
Brooks had gone to the barn to move 
the cotton seed meal, which was being 
used to feed stock and were employed 
in this labor when the floor gave way. 
It is supposed the joist had become 
weakened by reason of their being 
worm eaten and the combined weight 
of the men and the feed was more 
than it could bear. 

Mr. Clay and Brooks were buried 
beneath the meal a distance of aeveral 
feet and the fact that they were not 
suffocated before assistance airived is 
almost roraculous. In the barn a few 
minutes before the accident occurre i 
was Harry B. Clay. Jr., the little four 
year old son of Mr. and Mrs. Clay. 
Mr. Clay had not noticed his leaving 
and wss apprehensive as to his safety. 

A colored msn employed on the farm 
was toe first to give toe alarm, as he 
happened to be passing the b^cn when 
ths floor fell. He immediately infornr- 
^ Mrs. Clay who telephoned to town 
to Mr. W. W. Mitchell, who with sev- 
eral men made a quick trip to the 
farm in an automobile. In the mean- 
lime, ih»> negro who first gave the 
alarm had informed Mr. F.rooks Clav. 
who was aonie distance away, and with 
sev?r'^l men he was working in a field, 
wont to the assistane of the imprison- 
ed men, succeeding in extricating them 
before Mr. Mitchell arrived. 

Mr. Clay was considerably bruised 
about the body by falling timbers, but 
aside from this is none the worse off 
from his experience. Brooks suffered 
similar injuries.

Jarring Method Can Be Advantage- 
oiialy Praotleed — AU Ladyhugs 
SheuM Be Uheraled. 

"The plum curcullo winters in the 
adult stage, emerging in the spring 
Just as the fruit buds begin to swell." j 
says Prof. J. G. Sanders, head of the ' 
economic entomology department of | 
the College of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. "Immediately, 
it begins to feed on the young foliage 
and fruit buds Slid should be treated 
with a strong apray of lead araenate. 
aa thia Is the only stage at which an 
arsenical poison is elEective In controll- 
ing the pest. 

'"The curcullo is distinguished from 
the plum gouger in that it never pene- 
trates the fruit stone. The female 
curcullo deposits her eggs In crescent 
shaped cuts, which she makes on the ^ 
surface of the fruit. Seven to ten days ; 
later, the larvae emerge and about 
two weeks after this they leave the 
fruit, crawl into the ground, where 
they spin a cocoon and pnpate. In 
this stage of the life cycle the insect 
can be killed by intensive cultivation 
of the orchard. 

"Where labor Is cheap the jarring 
method of control is advantageously 
practiced," continued Prof. Sanders. 
"This system Involves the use of a 
canvas, held about waist high under 
the tree, while the tree is jarred with 
a padded pole, the curculios falling off 
upon the canvas where they can be 
sorted out and deetroyed. Any lady- 
bugs which are snared by this method 
should be liberated, as they are bene- 
ficial parasites, which deitroj injuri- 
ous fruit insects." '

Tfrtually puts it back three yaara. 

The size ci an apple can be Influ- 
enced to quite a large degree by pick- 
ing. 

Keep the orchard clear of all dead 
brush, it being a harbor for Injurious 
insects. 

The cellar used for storing fruit 
must be kept cooler than the vege- 
table cellar. 

The ideal time for picking apples Is 
a matter that must be settled to a 
large degree by the individual. 

The coldest weather doaa not kin 
the insects. Therefore spraying is the 
safest n.ethod of killing them. 

Pears and apples keep better if 
r'.cl'cd a lirt'o green. Some pearc rot 
from the core outward if allowed to 
ripen On the tree. - 

The first advantage of fall planting 
is that It induces the grower to get 
his nurs^ery stock earlier than if 
plactirg tn the spring. 

Any Uind of fruit tree will die when 
planted in ground that Is all the time 
saturated with water. The tlla ditch 
is a necessity in such piaees. 

Trees pet out tn the fall do better 
when the v mier Is iroderate, as the 
ground r'rler and the trees make a 
greater ?Tio\vth the next season. 

If ypur trees have been affected 
with leaf blight during tha anmmer, 
spray them with bordeaux mixture 
after the crop has been gathered. 

Fall rmnlng is better than no prun- 
ing rr have some hardy varie- 
ties o! ^ t trees that need pruning, 
there vo danger in doing it in the
